If the 
intention had been to postpone as 
long as possible the passage of the bill 
and thereby throw active operations 
on the railway ovcr for another year 
it could not have been made more ap- 
parent than by the attitude of the 
opposition during this debate. The 


been under consideration for nearly 
two months since its introduction, 
and still the end is not in sight. Ar- 
guments which were threshed out in 
the debate on the second reading of 
the resolutions, have been repeated 
and repeated and repeated in the dis- 
cussion in committee of the whole. 
Not only so but the line of argument 
taken at one time by the opposition 
has been absolutely contradicted by 
the argument taken at another time. 
Anything to take up time and to 
make an appearance of objection to 
the provisions contained, whatever 
they may be. At one stage of the 
game Mr. Osier, of Toronto, and 
other leading members of the opposi- 
tion, declared that they would have 
supported the project if it had not 
been for ifs castern connection with 
Quebec and the Maritime province 
ports. Monday and nearly all of 
Tuesiay was taken up by argument 
in support of a demand that the 
Grand Trunk, as well as. the Grand 
Trunk Pacifie should be bound to 
earry traffic to the Maritime ports. 

The question of duties on material 
imported for the construction of the 
railway came in for a large share of 
discussion a week ago and again oc- 
cupieid a great pari of yesterday. 
Provision was made in the original 
bilJl that if the railway commissioners 
imported material for the constrac- 
tion of the eastern division, duties on 
such importations should not be 
charged up, and the company re- 
quired to pay interest on the amount 
by way of rental. When the ques- 
tion was firsc brought up, the leader 
of the oppostion urgently pointed out 
that the provision relieving the com- 
pany frem payment of interest on 
such importations would have an im- 
portant effect upon the rates for 
traffic over the road. He mentioned 
twelve million dollars as the probable 
amount of difference upon which the 
company would have to pay interest 
if duties had to be paid on such im- 
portations of material, and that, 
therefore, the rates would have to be 
proportionately higher on tbis ac- 
count. Yesterday was chiefly taken 
up by an argument in support of a de- 
mand by the opposition that no ma- 
terial for the construction or better- 
ment of the road, should be imported 
free of duty. ‘This demand was made 
ostensibly in the interest of the man- 
ufacturers; but when the ultimate 
result is considered, it may very well 
be believed that it was rather in 
the interest of the C.P. R. The dan- 
ger to the C. P. R. from the present 
scheme is that, only paying a muini- 
mum rate of interest on actual cost 
it can afford to hau! at mach, lower 
rates than the C. P. R., which is cap- 
italized far above actual cost, and 
pags at least one per cent more in- 
terest. Anything that can be done 
to imerease the cost of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific must, therefore, in- 
crease the rates to be charged over 
it, and must relieve the C. P. R. from 
a corresponding measure of reduction 
in competing rates. That this was 
the real purpese behind the conten- 
tion of the opposition, may very well 
be supposed, when it is remembered

THE WEATHER OFFICE SERVICE 
In parliament on September 2lIst, 


Mr. Scott, M.P. for West Assiniboia, 
brought up an interview with R. F. 
Stuart, director of the Canadian 
meteorological service, in whick he 
had exaggerated the extent and sev- 
erity of the storm of September 13th. 
In support of Mr. Seott’s argument 
Mr. Oliver said: ; 

Mr. FRANK OLIVER (Alberta). Mr. 
Speaker, it seems remarkable, that, 
when we have a meteorological,ser- 
vice extending throughout the* Do- 
minion of Canada, with important 
points of information throughout the 
territories, up to the present time 
there has been an absoiute and utter 
misappreher-sion in the minds of the 
general public in Canada and in the 
old country as well, as to the extent 
and results of this storm. It ‘seems 
to me desirable that the attention of 
the government should be drawn to 
that fact. Had the storm been treat- 
ed in an ordinary way by the -pur- 
weyers of news throughout the coun- 
try it wold not have been necessary 
to draw public attention to the facts. 
But when the opportunity has been 
taken, for what. reason I am unable 
to say, to spread reports which are 
damaging and which are very large- 
ly incorrect, it is a time when we 
might expect that our meteorologi- 
cal service would put the matter 
right before the country; would in 
faet, have kept the matter right and 
not have allowed it to have gone 
wrong. 

I wish to speak of the extent of the 
storm and it is on that point that I 
think the meteorological department 
was very grcatiy in fault in not hav- 
ing given information as_ to the 
limits to which the storm extended. 
My information is that on the Sat- 
urday of the storm, the 13th instant, 
at Edmonton, there was no storm 
whatever. There was no local know- 
ledge of any storra at that time. The 
papers report 2 golf tournament tak- 
ing place on that day, a very success” 
ful one in fact, so that it is evident 
there could) have been no serious 
break in the weather on that parti- 
cular day. It seems surprising that 
there should have been a report gen- 
erally circulated throughout Canada 
and extended to the old country, that 
this storm was universal and destruc- 
tive throughout the Territories. It 
has been surprising toe me in view of 
the statements which have appeared 
even in the eastern press that the 
facts should mot have been better 
known. 1 do not know where our 
eastern papers get their news service 
from the Territories, but it seems, 
certainly, as if they have been very

There has been quite a_transform- 
atien in the northwest section of the 
town, the site of the Canadian North- 
ern railway station una yards. Here 
a tractor femd a mile long and five 
hundred feet. wide has been brushed 
and drained. A sarge ditch has been 
dug along the north side of the yards 
and side «rains. dug to this main 
ditch ie this*way the grotnds have 
been drained Of all surface water. The 
wet seuson and the nature of the 
ground havé retarded grading opera- 
tions very considerably ,but in spite 
of this*rapid progress has been made. 
Excavations have been made on the 
site of the large station which the 
Canadian Northern railway will build 
next spring. -From.a junction 2 few 
hundred yards east of the station site, 
two grades are ycing made. The main 
line runs west from. this point and the 
grading has been finished on this as 
far west as Ninth street. At present 
the men are engaged in constructing 
the elevator siding on the north side 
of the yards. This siding is new com- 
pleted as far west as Bleventh street 
and several gangs of men are work- 
ing at different points on the siding 
further west. Fhe siding iss being 
constructed out to the probable site 
of the machine shops in the northwest 
section of the railway property. The 
Jand is very difficult to work. The 
ground is boggy and-full of roots. 

Probably in. Be part of Edmonton 
are there such extensive building 
operations in progress as in this 
northwest section. Dozens of  resi- 
dences‘are in different stages of con- 
struction, dozens have just been com- 
pleted. In a sgore of other places ex- 
cavations have been made and opera- 
tions are at.a standstill owing to lack 
of buitding materia!. Numerous side- 
walks have recently been built. im this 
section of the city and the streets are 
being graded. What once was a 
lange 's has been drained and a 
score of houses are in different stages 
of construction on it.
